When was the last time 
you went inside Beechwood 
Church? The Historical 
Society invites one and all to 
come have a look this Satur¬ 
day, March 11 from 10 a.m.

After a five-hour hearing 
Tuesday night, March 7, the 
Board of Selectmen has 
made up its mind about 
alleged noise violations at 
the Cohasset Harbor Inn.

The 
board is still determining 
what consequences the Inn 
will face. 

The finding was in regard 
to incidents that took place 
on Sunday evenings in Sep¬ 
tember 2016. 

The board readily dis¬ 
missed a single complaint 
from Sept. 17, since it was 
quickly addressed and 
there were no further 
issues that night. 

Members further agreed 
not to fault the Inn for

11 p.m. on the evening of 
Sept. 25, when police 
responded to a third wave 
of complaints and found 
guests who had previously 
been at the inn for the 
wedding reception loiter¬ 
ing around the American 
Legion Hall and Veterans 
Park. 

But the three remaining 
incidents on Sept. 25 were 
not so clear-cut. 

The first call came in at 
7:04 p.m., about an hour 
before the Inn is required 
to close its patio doors to 
keep noise inside. Due to 
the volume of the music 
and the fact that it was a 
school night, neighbors 
reached out to the police, 
and the inn cooperated in 
closing the doors ahead of 
schedule. 

The second call came in 
shortly after 8 p.m., after

Budget 

balanced

The schools presented a 
no-drama draft budget to 
the School Committee last 
week, March 1. It matched 
the Town Managers recom¬ 
mended budget down to the 
penny, at $18,895,656 for 
the whole district. 

Though it required them 
to think outside the box, 
the principals all reported 
being happy with the 
arrangements. 

“We had some wants and 
needs that were delayed last 
year,” said Superintendent 
Louise Demas. “I told the 
principals, ‘Be as creative as 
you can to meet the needs 
of the children we serve, 
within the parameters of 
the dollar amount.’" 

The principals were eager 
to share how their proposed 
budgets would support 
the goals outlined in the 
district’s five-year plan: 
to invest in quality educa¬ 
tors, to teach equivalent 
content to different kinds 
of learners, to support 
the social and emotional 
well-being of students, to 
improve school safety and 
security, and to improve 
communication between 
administration, faculty, par¬ 
ents, and taxpayers. 

Deer Hill Principal Jen¬ 
nifer DeChiara plans to 
hold the course as exist¬ 
ing programs gain positive 
traction. The school will not 
need to add or subtract any 
faculty based on the size of 
the incoming third-grade 
class. And going digital has 
allowed them to save on 
certain materials and office 
supplies - although it has 
also introduced some new 
costs, such as subscriptions 
to digital tools like Brain 
Pop. 

DeChiara said that the 
school is going to have to 
make some adjustments 
to science content and 
approach based on evolving

Cohasset Harbor crash not suspicious 


The death of a 38-year 
old Cohasset man when his 
2016 GMC pickup truck 
entered Cohasset Harbor 
early Wednesday (March 
8) does not appear to be 
suspicious, police said. The 
identity of the sole occupant 
of the vehicle was Keith R 
Herzog, 38, of Cohasset. 

At 4:45 a.m., Cohasset 
police and fire responded to 
an OnStar alert, a General 
Motors device that provides 
in-vehicle security, that the 
truck was taking on water. 
A resident of Border Street 
reported hearing the crash 
and seeing headlights. 

OnStar gave officials coor¬ 
dinates showing it about 50 
feet into the water, off a dock 
near the end of Lighthouse 
Lane. There were marks 
on the dock and small boat 
that was damaged in the 
crash. The town harbor¬ 
master was also called to 
respond. Police were able 
to look at video footage 
from the Harbormaster’s 
Office that confirmed the 
truck was submerged. The 
truck traveled the length of 
the Cohasset Harbor dock 
before entering the water.

The upcoming Annual 
Town Election remains 
mostly a contest among 
incumbents.

There is a new opening 
on the Board of Library 
TYustees. Following the 
departure of member 
Roger Lowe, there is now 
a two-year unexpired 
term to fill in addition to 
three full terms. Incum¬ 
bents Stephen Brown, 
Mary Lou Lawrence, and 
Carolyn Coffey have each 
pulled papers for another 
three-year term. 

The Town Clerk’s office 
has certified papers from 
Kevin McCarthy, running 
for another three-year 
term on the Board of 
Selectmen; Rolf Gjest- 
eby, running for another 
three-year term on the 
Water Commission; and 
Carol St. Pierre, who 
is running for another 
three-year term as town 
clerk. 

Other contenders

For those of us who an 
charmed by these gentle 
but sluggish creatures, the 
good news is that Mas¬ 
sachusetts is home to 10 
native turtle species, and 
8 of them can, in theory, 
be found in Cohasset. It is 
still possible here to catch 
a glimpse of one of these 
ancient-looking reptiles 
basking in the sun or 
slowly crossing your yard 
in search of food, a mate, 
a winter nesting &pot, or a 
safe spot to lay eggs. 

The bad news? Six of 
our turtles are on the 
endangered species list, 
due to habitat loss. 

Cohasset turtles range 
from tiny and adorable 
(the highly endangered 
three-inch Bog Turtle) to 
downright intimidating 
(the more common Snap¬ 
ping Turtle, which can 
max out at nearly two feet 
long and a whopping 60 
pounds). They spend most 
of their lives in or next to 
the water, in habitat like 
mud flats, marsh edges, 
vernal pools, ponds and 
lakes. They’ve even been 
spotted stranded in the 
little pond in our village 
green (hey, cub scouts 
in search of a project: 
we need to build a little 
wildlife ramp to allow 
turtles and other creatures 
to safely crawl out if they 
decide to take a swim). 

Aside from a ramp, here

September: On Sept. 25. police responded to three 
calls regarding music and noise coming from the 
Cohasset Harbor Inn. as well as a later call regarding 
a noisy crowd outside the American Legion and at 
Veterans Park. Neighbors said the music was too loud, 
especially for a school night, and continued past the 
time when the Inn doors were supposed to be shut to 
keep noise inside. 

October Neighbors and police appeared before the 
selectmen to discuss possible entertainment and 
liquor license violations. The procedure for handling 
this was not clear, so the board consulted Special Town 
Counsel Jim Lampke for guidance and scheduled a 
hearing for November. Officials decided only to pursue 
the entertainment violations. 

November Inn owner Gerd Ordelheide requested 
a continuation so his team could finish preparing 
materials following a change in legal representation. 
According to selectmen, one such continuation is 
permitted. 

December: A five-hour hearing was not enough for 
neighbors, police, Inn employees and legal representa¬ 
tives all to have their say. The hearing was continued to 
January. 

During the hearing, the Inn's lawyer said that his client 
had cooperated with police on the two occasions they 
came to the Inn. The venue, however, does not take 
responsibility for the after party at the Legion Hall or 
the crowd outside after 11 p.m.. since wedding guests 
had left the Inn by 10:15 p.m. 

January: Legal representatives for the Town and Inn 
said they were working together to reach an agree¬ 
ment about how to address noise in the future. With 
that inked, no violation finding would be necessary, 
although the board considered making minor changes 
to the inn's entertainment license. The parties agreed 
to follow up with the board in February. 

At this time, managers of the inn and its sister estab¬ 
lishment, Atlantica, were asked to provide cell phone 
numbers where the Town, police, and neighbors 
could reach them directly in the event of a future 
disturbance. 

February: Legal representatives for the Town and the 
Inn said they had not been able to reach an agreement 
and requested a one-week continuation to finalize the 
terms. 

March: Unable to reach an agreement, the Town and 
Inn agreed to re-open the hearing and heard from 
several more witnesses before finding two license 
violations. 


The third call came in 
not long after. Although 
the doors remained closed 
and the music was not audible 
beyond the lot line, there was 
a crowd gathered around a 
photo booth on the patio, and 
this seemed to be the source 
of the noise. The issue was 
resolved upon dismantling 
the photo booth. 

Legal representatives for 
the Town and Inn examined 
and cross-examined the wit¬ 
nesses, including police who 
had responded to the situa¬ 
tion and an Inn employee who 
had coordinated the wedding. 
Neighbors had already had the 
opportunity to speak at the 
first hearing in December. 
The board reviewed the video 
evidence previously submitted 
by neighbors. 

Representing the inn. Attor¬ 
ney John Lawler argued that 
the three events had been dis¬ 
tinct from one another and 
each had been addressed. 

Furthermore, the license 
permits the patio doors to 
stay open until 8 p.m. Kacee 
Bongarzone, the Inn’s wedding 
coordinator, said that any fur¬ 
ther restrictions would cripple 
the business, since the view of 
the harbor is the inns main 
selling point as a wedding 
venue. 

Lawler added that “no 
amplified music on the patio" 
doesn’t mean that no ampli¬ 
fied sound will ever leak out 
of the function room. 

“If you make the wrong 
decision,” Lawler concluded, 
“Cohasset Harbor Inn will not 
survive. It will be boarded up.”

R emote Starters - 
a must-have or 
simply a nice fea¬ 
ture?

blame a spring

W ho wouldn’t 

blame a spring 
shoot pushing 
through the muddy soil to 
emerge triumphant in the 
late winter sun? Especially 
given the feet that it was 
record setting temperatures, 
so many green tips and sprigs 
have appeared. 

For that matter, people too 
come out when it is warmer. 
People walk, animals think 
about shedding their winter 
coats and as is the case for 
people feeling under attack, 
many folks take to the streets 
to demand their rights and 
voice their opinions for 
equality and justice. 

The last two demands, 
equality and justice, could 
easily be considered a stretch 
of the imagination when 
comparing and writing about 
green shoots in late winter.

Along with 
the cold comes an urgency 
to cover the garlic in the field 
with more protective leaves. 

The former hurries to the

into spring with fits and 
starts.

Beefy warrant 
is shaping up 


Private ways are public concern

Selectmen will dedicate 
most of March to finalizing 
the Warrant for Annual 
Town Meeting, scheduled 
for Monday, May 1. At 32 
articles, the Warrant is 
a little fatter than usual. 
The board voted last week, 
Feb. 28, on which articles 
to include. 

As always, the Warrant 
opens with housekeeping 
items - Town and com¬ 
mittee reports, budgets 
and stabilization funds, 
unpaid bills from previous 
years, and supplemental 
appropriations to cover 
unexpected costs from the 
past fiscal year. So far these 
early articles are just place¬ 
holders, with details to be 
added as they’re available. 

. One article introduces 
a new process for depart¬ 
mental revolving funds, 
another for the special 
education stabilization 
fund. Katie Dugan for the 
School Committee said 
the new process would 
enable the schools to 
tap into their savings to 
cover unexpected special 
ed costs during the year, 
rather than waiting for 
Town Meeting to approve 
the transfer. 

It is proposed that the 
Town be able to deny cer¬ 
tain licenses and permits 
(such as beach stickers or 
building permits) to appli¬ 
cants who have not been 
paying their taxes or fees. 

Officials said the issue 
rarely comes up, but the 
penalty would provide 
incentive for residents who 
Ijave been delinquent on 
their payments for more 
than a year. It would not 
affect those who forgot 
or paid late on a single 


occasion, and it would 
not come into play before 
the resident had been noti¬ 
fied multiple times of their 
delinquency. 

There is an article to 
place a temporary mora¬ 
torium on commercial 
marijuana establishments 
setting up shop in town. 
While the Town cannot 
change the ruling of the 
State, it buys Cohasset 
another year to work out 
its regulations as Massa¬ 
chusetts does the same. 

Another article proposes 
separating the positions 
of finance director and 
town accountant to allow 
the Town more flexibility 
regarding who handles 
which responsibilities. 

The Water Department 
has filed an article to loop 
the water system in the 
Ledgewood Farm Drive 
area. The selectmen’s pri¬ 
vate way policy will also 
be included, along with 
an article to appropriate 
Community Preserva¬ 
tion Act funds to various 
projects approved by the 
Community Preservation 
Committee. 

The Warrant closes with 
several citizens’ petitions, 
including a proposal for a 
scenic road bylaw, amend¬ 
ments to the zoning by-law, 
changes to the large home 
review process, and a 
request to expand the 
wastewater sewer system 
in central Cohasset. 

Selectmen will take a 
closer look at the Warrant 
at their meeting on Tues¬ 
day, March 14. Look for 
more on this issue in an 
upcoming edition of the 
Mariner.

If you or someone you 
know served in the Korean 
War, South Korea would 
like to say “thank you.” The 
South Korean government 
is presenting the Ambas¬ 
sador of Peace medal 
to veterans who served 
between June 25,1950 and 
July 27,1953. 

The Veteran Services 
Office would like to round 
up at least 10 local Korean 
War veterans from Cohasset 
and surrounding commu¬ 
nities (they can coordinate 
with Offices in other towns) 
so that the Boston Korea 
Consulate General will 
come to present the medals. 

The Korean War 
began in 1950, when the 
Russian-backed, north¬ 
ern Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea invaded 
the Western-sympathiz¬ 
ing, southern Republic of 
Korea. It was the first mili¬ 
tary action of the Cold War.

The Ambassador for Peace 
medal has been presented to 
Korean War veterans for sev¬ 
eral years, but this is the first 
time Cohasset has rounded 
up its veterans to receive it 
Family members of veterans 


work to map and categorize 
roads according to their age 
and condition.

X The good: people are 
living longer, healthier 
lives.
